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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Grace, mercy, and peace be unto you, from God the Father and our 


grace in these days that try our souls. 

Since the last meeting of Synod I have tried diligently to carry out 
the responsibilities placed upon me, although I am conscious of a number 
of shortcomings. Some of these have been due to circumstances of the 
times, particularly the shortage of available men to be called into the 
parishes that have continued for many months without pastoral leader- 
ship. Others, such as my inability to visit all the parishes as they have 
a right to be visited by the President of Synod, have been due to the 


weight of the double responsibility of being both a pastor and a president 


at the same time. But the response of the ministers and churches to 
my leadership has been gratifying. Your patience with me and my 
shortcomings has helped me greatly.

Acting on the authority of the Synod, granted at its 1944 meeting, 
1 made application in the name of the Synod for assignment of a deac- 
oness to work in the parish of the President as an assistant to him.

| Sister Eleanor has been of a great help to me during this year and 

has assisted me materially in the work of the parish of which I am 
pastor, and as President of the Synod. The fact that there has been an- 
other responsible person who is trained for a religious ministry in our 
Church, and who is acquainted with the people and program of our 
Tusa church, looking after things while I have been away on synodical 
errands has been a great source of strength and has saved me many anx- 
ious hours. She has contributed much to the life of the church here as 
a parish visitor and evangelist, and as a supervisor of religious educa- 
tional activities. In addition to working in my parish, she has accepted 
various special assignments in the Synod. I named her synodical secre- 
tary for the Children of the Church, and as such, a member of our 
Committe on Parish Education. In July she assumed a larger responsi- 
bility in the program for our junior group at Camp Wa-Shun-Ga, and 
she has given much thought to preparation of a suggested outline of 
study for use in this same group this summer. In September she gave 
two weeks to a visitation of our parishes to help institute the Christian 
Growth series of Sunday School lessons, On February 11 and April 1 
I sent her to Fort Smith to conduct services for that congregation. 


I have been well pleased with this arrangement and I have recom- 
mended that we apply for a renewal of the assignment of a deaconess to 
the synod to be an assistant to the President. 


The Synod has been obligated for $350 a „ payable quarterly to 
the Motherhouse, and for the deaconess’ 1 including board, 
room, and incidentals, as well as her travel to and from the Motherhouse. 
The Executive Committee advanced her a fund of $100 from which to 
pay such travel and other expenses, and each month a check has been 
drawn to cover her maintenance. The total cost to Synod, from June, 
1944, to May, 1045, will probably be close to $1,300. Our church in Tulsa

The court denied 
the petition of the Kansas Synod church council. Believing that import- 
ant points of law had not been properly considered by the court, the 
plaintiffs appealed the decision to the Supreme Court of the State 

Oklahoma where it is now awaiting a hearing. During this time our 
people have held services regularly, renting quarters from the Seventh 
Day Adventist people.

Report of ULCA Convention 


| This synod was represented by the following delegates: the President,

| Actions of the convention have been publicized in the journals of 
the Church and will be given in detail in the printed Minutes, which are 
Still in the process of printing and distribution, so full coverage is un- 
necessary here. Actions which particularly affect this synod and its pro- 
gram were: | | 


‘The adoption of an income objective for the years 1945, 1946, and 
1947 of $2,500,000 for the U.L.C.A. This is an increase of 25 per cent 
each year. Apportionment having been already set, in most cases, for 
1945, the increase was asked in the form of a special apportionment over 
and above the original apportionment of $2,000,000 for this year. For 
_ the next two years there will be one apportionment figure to provide the 
entire sum of $2,500,000 annually. Our apportionment for 1945 is $15-

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In the realm of Social Welfare, we think of social action in our 
community and State, yet this is only a small part of its purpose. It is 
particularly important to handle this phase of the work locally because 
men differ radically in their judgment of what the Church and the 
Christian individual should do to better the social and political problems 
facing them. Perhaps the largest opportunity which the local Social 
Missions committee has before it is in the resettlement of returning ser- 
vicemen and war industry workers. Some veterans of both World War I 
and II should be on this committee and the committee as a whole should 
discover what other agencies of the community are at work on this 
problem.

Eleven District Meetings for the introduction of the Christian 
Growth Series were arranged by the Parish Education Committee. The 
meetings were held from September 17 to 29 under the leadership of the 
Rev. Erwin S. Spees, Mrs. Robert Tonsing, Sister Eleanor Blumberg and 
Mrs. Alvin D. Havekost. Thirty-three congregations were represented; 
twenty-eight pastors were present; ninety-one primary workers, seven- 
ty-five junior workers and one hundred seventy-one intermediate work- 
ers were present. The offerings amounted to $183.46 of which $51.07 was 


sent to the synodical treasurer after all expenses had been deducted. 


Many fine reports regarding the Christian Growth Series have been re 
ceived. 


At its last meeting our committee took action to promote an aggre’ 
sive program of enlistment in all church schools of the synod. It is re 
ported that there has been a loss of approximately 100,000 pupils in the 
Sunday Schools of our United Lutheran Church in the past ten years. 


Something must be done. Pastors and Sunday School Superintendents 


are urged to use every means at their disposal for strengthening church 


«schools and increasing attendance. All auxiliary organizations and 


special committees may assist with the enlistment program. 


Dur committee is making a study of Visual Education for Church 
Schools. The effective use of educational films by the military forces of 
our country suggests great possibilities for the use of films in Christian 
Education. We expect many used projectors on the market as soon as 
the military forces release the ones they have been using. More and more 
good religious films are available. 


_ Only ten credit cards were issued to teachers in our synod by the 
Parish and Church School Board in the past year. We consider leader- 
ship training courses an effective means of promoting and improving 
church schools. Some of the best Protestant Sunday Schools require 
every teacher to take at least one training course or read one book on 
Christian Education each year. If we cannot make this standard a re- 
quirement in our church schools, let us make it our ideal. |
